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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Based upon the submitted appeal arguments, the examiner the examiner notes applicant's 
characterization of the claimed message types. The examiner reads the claimed message 
types as on the same layer of protocol as an SMS MMS and EMS message. Examiner notes 
that applicant had made a clear distinction between different data formats (such as an email 
with or without an attachment and the claimed different message types. 

2. The examiner notes applicant's arguments differentiating between sending an SMS 
message with an indicator that the message is an email message, versus actually outputting a 
message specifically formatted as an EMS message. The examiner notes that any signal 
being output in a specific message format as claimed by applicant must be received by a 
device that can understand and interpret the specific protocol by which the output message 
was formatted (for example, an actual EMS server). 

3. The examiner withdraws all rejections to all claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4,6-21 are allowed over the prior art of record
